This curious poem is usually ascribed to Robert Langlande or Longland, who 
flourished in’ the early part) of the XIVth century; but the authorship may perhaps be 
regarded as still an oper question. It is one of the most remarkable productions of 
the age (1362-80), and in importance and interest and merit of execution ranks second 
only to Chaucer for the picture it presents of England in the middle ages. While 
Chaucer’s language is that of the Court and upper classes, Piers Plowman useg the 
tongue of the common people, and is very valuable on that account. 

“This work is a very curious and masterly production, and appears to have been 
composed in or soon after the year 1362. It is a kind of religious allegorical satire, 
in which Pierce the Ploughman, the principal personage, seems to be intended for 
the pattern of Christian perfection, if not occasionally for Jesus Christ himself. The 
mode of versification adopted by this writer is originally Gothic, and it is to be 
conjectured to have been a favourite poetic style with the common people down to 
a late period. The author of this poem. became popular about the time of the Re- 
formation, from his having lashed the vices of the clergy, both regular and secular, 
with a just severity, and foretold as was thought, the destruction of the monasteries 
by Henry VIII.—Bibliotheca Angio-Poetica.

A RARE SHAKESPEAREAN “ SOURCE”? BOOK, ESPECIALLY RELATING TO THE CHARACTER oF Hamlet. 

“An extraordinarily rare and highly important Shakespearean volume. It was, says 
Douce (who only knew the edition of 1576), in his “ Illustrations” of Hamlet, “a book 
which Shakespeare had certainly read.”? Again in his “ Tlustrations’’ of Macbeth he 
says: “Whoever will take the trouble of reading over the whole of Cardanus’ second 
book as traslated by Bedingfield, will soon be convinced that it had been perused by 
Shakespeare.” And Hunter says that “it seems to be the book which Shakespeare 
placed in the hands of Hamiiet.’”? Hunter’s account of it is so important that it is 
here transcribed in full. : 

“ Having shown that the Pcet’s original intention was that Hamlet should give 
utterence to the sertiments, in this celebrated, soliliquy immediately on having, perused 
a certain) book, it becomes a point of reasonable curiosity, to inquire whether Shakes- 
peare had more particularly in his mind any one book, and if so what book it was. 
‘he passage would lose something of its effect, if we supposed that the whole was 
merely artificial, that there was no one book thought of, but the mind was thrown 
upon a confused jheap of writers of all ages, who may have touched upon these 
awful topics. This would lead to the ccnclusion that there was some one book more 
particularly in his mind, and it may, I think, be determined what particular book it 
was.” 

“ Douce had noticed the resemblance between the expression 

To die—to sleep—No more?’ % 
and the following passage ‘In the Holy Scripture, death is not accounted otherwise 
than sleep, and to die is to sleep.’ This passage occurs in a book entitled Cardanus 
Comforte and this seems to be the book which Shakespeare placed in the hamds of 
Hamlet. 

“ It} was one of the many treatises written by one of the most extraordinary persons 
of the sixteenth century, Jerome Cardan, best known in our times as the inventor 
of the rule for solving equations of three dimensions in a particular case. The treatise 
written by him entitled Comfort attracted the attention of Edward Vere, Earl of 
Oxford, who was much abroad, and who caused an English translation of it to be 
published in 1573. The translation was made by Thomas Bedinefield one of the Gentle- 
men Pensioners of Queen Elizabeth, and there are prefixed to it commendatory verses 
by Thomas Churchyard, who says of it: ‘This book bewrays that wretched wrack 
belongs to life of man. What burthens bore he on his back since first this world 
began.” Here we have the ‘who would fardels bear’ of the monologue.’ 

“The treatise is divided into three books. In the first we have an enumeration and 
description of various calamities to which man ig subject. In the second the author 
treats of the alleviation of them, and comes to the conclusion that Death is the object 
most worthy the desire of man. In the third he illustrates the vain desires of men, 
and shews how their own faults and whims are the chief cause of their misfortune. 

“The whole of the first and second books we perceive a close resemblance to the 
subject of this soliliquising; but the’following passages seem to approach so near to the 
thoughts of Hamlet, that we can hardly doubt that they were in the Poet’s mind when 
he put his speech into the mouth of his hero: ‘How much were it better to follow 
the counsels of Agathius, who right well commended death, saying, that it did not

This is the FIRST DIRECT ATTACK UPON THEATRICAL REPRESENTATIONS preceding that of 
Gosson. We may infer that this “ Treatise”? as far as regards plays and players, 
was provoked by the very recent construction of the Theatre and Curtain, both of 
which are mentioned by name. 


Northbrook was’a versifier, and besides several translated scraps in the course of 
his work, he preceded, by “ an admonition to the reader,” in verse. The book is a dialogue 
between Youth and Age, and they consider the efiects of “ vain plays and interludes.” 
Youth asking the opinion of Age “as touching Playes and players, which are commonly 
used and much frequented in most places in these dayes, especially in this noble and 
honourable citie of London.” 'The manner in which theatres were then frequented is 
thug described. “Truly, you may see davly what magnitudes are gathered togither 
cf those playes, of all sortes, to the great displeasure of almightie God and daunger 
of their soules.’” Youth urges that “many times they play histories out of the 
Scriptures,” which rouses the indignation of Age especially against such people as on 
this account contended that “ playes are as good as sermons.”

From internal evidence it is evident that this work was written in 1549, and it 
gives an, invaluable account of enclosures, debasement of the coinage, and other causes 
of sociak distress during the reign of Edward II.

It was reprinted in 1751, when the publisher attributed the authorship to 
SHAKESPEARE. This ridiculous assumption was easily confuted by Farmer in his Essay 
on the Learning of Shakespeare, 1821. The book, which has been also attributed to Sir’ 
Thomas Smith, and his nephew William Smith, was republished in the UHarleian 
Miscellany (1800, Vol IX.) and in the Pumphletier (1813, Vol V.) and a German trans- 
lation by E. Leser, appeared in 1895.

Scot celebrates the impartial justice of King James in refusing to pardon Lord San- 
duhar, or Sanquier, for the deliberate murder of Turner, the celebrated fencer, in 
1€12, as may be seen in Wilson‘s history of that reign. Turner had~ killed an 
adversary named Dunn in 1602, by piercing him to the brain through the eye, and 
the animosity of Lord Sanquhar wag occasioned by the loss of an eye while fencing 


} with Turner. Scot alludes as follows to those incidents— 


“This silly Fencer, in his ignorance bold, 
Thinks his submissive sorrows will suffice 
For that unhappy thrust at Sanquier’s eye;

Among the various collections of our early poeticai miscellanies, which have been 

the means of preserving and extending the knowledge of the beamtiful compositions of 
our early poetical writers, and many of which, like the present, are now become 
exceedingly scarce, the Poetical Rhapsodie of Davison may be considered as one of the 
most important; and if it is nat adorned with some of the sparkling lyrical gems which 
‘glitter in England’s Helicon, of which the present volume is believed to be an imitation, 
it yet may boast of such illustrious names as Spenser, Sidney, Constable, Greene, Sir 
Walter Raleigh, etc., besids those of the two brothers Francis and Walter Davison. 
The first edition was published in 1602, and was so popular, that it was successively re- 
printed with additions in 1608, 1611 and. 1621. Of the first edition only one copy is known 
to exist, which is in Malone’s collection in the Bodleian Library. 
_ The principal contributor and editor of this miscellany was Francis Davison, son of 
William Davison, Secretary of State to Queen Elizabeth. whose favour he had lost by 
hastening the death of the unfortunate Mary, Queen of Scots, in. 1587, and who died in 
1668. Francis Davison, himself being a poet, was better able to form a judgment of the 
relative merits of his contemporaries, and to discriminate in the selection he made from 
their poetical contributions. And this adds to the value and interest of the present 
work as compared. with others of our poetical miscellanies. 

This is the last of the original editions, supposed ta be published two years after the 
-author’s death, and it may be considered the best edition, as the contents were entirely 
re-arranged. The work, probably from its rarity, is nanoticed by Headley and other 
eminent poetical critics. 

The contributors to the Rhapsody, which has been pronounced, by a iahivteuti perc 
judge, to be the most valuable miscellany of the day, were Sir Philip Sidney, Edmund 
Spenser, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir John Davies, Mary, Countess of Pembroke, Sir Henry 
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DAVISON (FRANCIS).

The play was acted at Woodstock, August 26, 1621, before James Ts 
who seems to have found the performance tedious. Whether the actors had taken 
toc much wine before they began, or whether the subject of the play was distasteful, 
His Majesty made several attempts to leave after sitting out the first two acts, but 
was finally induced to stay tili the end. It contains, among many quaint references, 
an interesting notice of tobacco. ‘“ Phlegmatico”’ (one of the principal characters) 
“enters habited in, a rlain russet suit, on the back whereof was expressed one filling 
a pipe of tobacco, his hat beset round with tobacco-pipes, with a can of drink hanging 
at his girdle,” exclaiming, “’Fore Jove, most meteorolegical tobacco! Pure Indian!

An exceedingly rare volume of poems by this well-known dramatist. There was no 
copy in the “ Bibliotheca Anglo-Poetica,” nor is there one in the Huth or Frederick 
Locken Collections, and we cannot trace the sale of another for several years. 

Henry Glapthorne is a mysterious personage of whose personal character or mode of 
life nothing appears to be known, although Winstanley styles, him “one of the chiefest 
dramatic poets of the age.” 

The present volume was published when his Muse was yet young, “ this being,” as he 
«tates in his dedication, “ the earliest flight of her ambition—the maiden studies of his 


Muse.” The poems consist of a number of short pieces on miscellaneous subjects, most — 


of the earlier ones being addressed to the lady of his affection, under the name of 
Lucinda, by whom he appears to have been afterwards forsaken. There are others 
addressed to Charles Cotton, Earl of Portland, Sir Robert Aytoun, Lady Eliz, Rich, etc. 
Glapthorne is better known as a dramatic writer, and wag the composer of nine plays, 
four of which, however, were never printed. 
Corser gives an account of the book and reprints some of the poems. Only two 
copies of the book were known in his day.
